TO THE PRESS OF CARING FOR HER FAMILY. THE BOARD HAS CARRIED OUT MAIL 
BALLOTING TO NAME A NEW VICE PRESIDENT AND A REPLACEMENT DIRECTOR. FOR 
VICE PRESIDENT, HUGH WINTER, WS5HD AND HARRY. DANNALS, W2HD, WERE 
NOMINATED. IN THE BALLOTING, HUGH WINTER WAS ELECTED TO SERVE AS QCWA 
VICE PRESIDENT. THE OFFICE OF DIRECTOR, FOR THE REMAINING TERM OF WADE 
HOLLAND WAS FILLED BY THE BOARD ELECTION OF EL CHARLTON, WSMD. 


WITH THE ELEVATION OF HUGH WINTER, WSHD TO THE OFFICE OF VICE 
PRESIDENT, HIS OFFICE AS A QCWA DIRECTOR BECAME VACANT. A REPLACEMENT 
TO SERVE THE REMAINING PORTION OF HIS TERM AS A DIRECTOR WILL BE CHOSEN 
BY THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS IN SESSION AT SAN DIEGO. 


RECENTLY QCWA MEMBER RUSS RENNAKER, W9CRC, WROTE A BOOKLET 
DESCRIBING MANY OF HIS ADVENTURES IN RADIO OVER THE YEARS. A COPY OF
